Chancellor and Bank Governor 
reassure City on money policy 


By Mehyn Westlake 

Sir Geoffrey Howe, the 
-Chancellor. ofThe rExcbenuer, 
and. Mr . Gordon Richardson. 
Governor .of ".the- Bank of 
England, joined forces -last 
night in an attempt to reassure’ 
the City that the Government’s 
monetary policy was still intact 
in spite of this summer’s set¬ 
backs. 

In separate speeches at tbe 
Lord Mayor’s banqueT for City 
merchants -and bankers,, the 
Chancellor smd Mr Richardson 
sought to' . focus attention 
beyond the immediate difficul¬ 
ties of monetary control. 

Sir Geoffrey asserted, that the 
■Government’s - medium-term 
financial strategy “is not called 
into question by short-term 
difficulties in .measuring and 
controlling the money supply”. 

But he did not go as far as 
the.Governor in defending the 
monetary control of recent 
months. The Bank of England 
is widely believed to' have in¬ 


curred tbe displeasure of the 
Prime Minister over the Gov¬ 
ernment-being caught unawares 
by; the summer surge -in the 
money supply. 

Mr Richardson - said : that 
monetary policy may be having 
a worse effect on the ecoaomv 
than the money supply Figures 
suggested. The recent gro'nb 
in the money supply, measured 
by the sterling M3 statistic, was 
unlikely to persist. 

He said that in the 14-month 
period that ends next April, 
the rise in the money stock 
could be much less than : gcne- 
rally supposed. 

City .estimates suggest that 
the annual growth in the money 
supply may be more than 16 
per cent, compared with the 
Governments target of between 
7 and 11 per cent. Bur-figures 
published yesterday showed a 
rise of 0.6 per cent in. Septem¬ 
ber; indicating that the annual 
growth may be closer to 13 per 
cent. 


The Chancellor underlined 
the Government's determina¬ 
tion to “ achieve its medium- 
term • goals which •* remain 
.;-unakered”. Sir Geoffrey main¬ 
tained that policies would “be 
adjusted as necessary to achieve 
that objective 

He saw signs of progress in 
reducing the rate-of inflation. 
The annual rate of rerail price 
inflation was now about six per¬ 
centage points lower than it was 
in May. He said : “ I- expect a 
considerable further fall by next 
spring.” 

Wholesale prices were 
scarcely . growing at all and 
house prices were flat. He con¬ 
ceded that the policy was pain¬ 
ful. 

But he also insisted that ** we 
are not a reckless administra¬ 
tion. Our philosophy has been 
to proceed step by step, with 
all deliberate speed”.

Pray silence 
for the 
new Soviet 
toastmaster

In a move (o restore some old 
fashioned dignity to weddings— 
and cut down excessive drink¬ 
ing ac reception s—ihe Soviet 
authorities are discreetly trying 
to revive a popular figure from 
the past, the toastmaster. 

A special faculty to Crain 
toastmasters has been opened at 
the National University - of 
Atheism in the Estonian capital 
of Tallinn and has been inun- 
i dated with applications. Local 
factories have begged the univ¬ 
ersity to enrol their candidates 
ivhn could then officiate at new 
factory banqueting halls. 
Letters have poured in from as 
far away as Irkutsk in Siberia 
asking whether would-be toast¬ 
masters could follow the course 
by correspondence. . 

The courses are held in 
rooms provided by a local fac¬ 
tory, and consist of lectures on 
bow io plan receptions, make 
f loasts, organize speeches, amuse 
' wedding guests and—most im 
porta ntlv—make sure that 

everyone is so busy singing, 
dancing, eating and playing 
games that there is no time to 
down too many glassc-s of vodka 
or champagne 

Applicants have to Ii3-- e B 
natural talent for getting nn 
with people—tacL. sensitivity 
and, of course, a strong voice 
and an infectious sense of 
humour. The best students a^e 
found to be people who have 
begun to make a name for 
themselves at weddings and are 
already in demand. 

Describing the need for this 
traditional figure, a "Soviet 
newspaper said that wedding 
receptions tended to.he either 
elaborate tiisplavs of wealth 
where all the talk was of how- 
much- the dresses cost -arrd vrliar 
the presents were worth, or’the 
briefest of meetings on station 
platforms and at airports where 
a few friends toasted the 
'couple with quick sips of cham¬ 
pagne before they set off on 
their honeymoon. 

Soviciskaxfo Kultura said 
young people actually pre¬ 
ferred a proper wedding ban¬ 
quet, but were put off by the 
difficulties of booking a recep¬ 
tion room, making the arrange- 
meats and getting tickets for 
the honeymoon.- Their first 
quarrel often started over the 
wedding arrangements,, the 
paper said. 

A toastmaster could make 
everything go with a swing. In 
the old days the band leader 
performed that function and set 
the tone for the parts'. One 
of Estonia’s most famous toast* 
masters began as a bandleader 
40 -years ago s buL now told 
r jokes, sang, .songs and found 
something original for each, of 
the l r 000 weddings he had 
conducted. 

- The perfect toastmaster, the 
paper said, did not impose bis 
own ideas on the host. He .first 
did bis homework, jslcing about 
the couple’s tastes, friends and 
interests. He found out who 
were the guests of honour, who 
would make speeches and who 
would help entertain the guests. 
He decided the order of the 
programme and. gently c|is* 
suaded the hosts from any 
“ unsuitable * entertainment 
that made the guests fed 
awkward. 

Above all, the paper added, 
the roasunaster had ..to follow 
time-honoured traditions.

foresaw the speed with 
which they would be made. 

1 Local- assembly is not a 
significant promem on its 
.‘own. But more and more 
countries . are insisting on 
. deals that are so compli¬ 
cated and. restrictive' that 
dheir contribution to com-, 
jany profits is drastically 
reduced. Indeed, at .least' 0 he 
'.big. European lorry , manu¬ 


facturer is privately bemoan¬ 
ing' its. involvement in . .a' 
Sour hern African venture- It 
insists that the'.degree of 
local content stipulated on 
a progressiva scale is totally 
unrealistic because the manu¬ 
facture of local components 
is. in adequate, unreliable and 
far more expensive than ft 
had been led to believe. The. 
■ result is, however, - that 
partial .local assembly is 
severely reducing built.up- 
expores from Europe' and 
leaving plants -under used. 

Added to- tins worry is the, 
pressure from-the vociferous' 
environment lobby -demand¬ 
ing less agj^-esszve looking 
lorries with_ quieter and 
. mar e - economical engines.. 
The banning of lorries from 
crowded city' centres ah'd 
government subsidies to 
push the hauliers’ customers 
into the hands of the -rail¬ 
ways make ' the manu¬ 
facturers feel - they are 
twentieth century pariahs. 

' To make lorries more 
acceptable to the public and 
trade alike is a cosily busi¬ 
ness and could nor have 
come at a -worse 'time,. as 
manufacturers are struggling 
to maintain ap adequate cash 
flow against a - background 
of falling sales. For instance, - 
the much quoted. “ aggres¬ 
sive appearance** trf lorries' 
is really another' way. of 
saying, that the man in. the 


srreer does nor like the pre- € 
sent flar-frorted cab tower¬ 
ing up to 12ft above the road 
surface. 

But it has taken many 
years to develop rhe present 
configuration, with the 
engine below- the cab' to 
reduce overall length. Round¬ 
ing 6ft corners does soften, 
the impact and also improve 
streamlining, and hence fuel 
consumption, buz -countless 
cab designers confess that 
more radical changes are 
beyond existing technology. 

To ease rhe strain on 
finances, more, and more 
commercial vehicle manufac¬ 
turers are turning to bougbr- 
in components to replace in- 
house pans. In doing so they 
are following the pattern 
which has been long estab¬ 
lished in the United Scales. 
Lorry, makers there are 
essentially assemblers of 
- other people's parts, includ¬ 
ing engines, gearboxes and 
axles. 

It is largely' as a result 
of* the changihg baying poli-' 
cies in Europe that- leading 
American firms such, as- 
/Curarains, Eaton and Rock¬ 
well hare moved into Britain 
in -recent- years. By acqui¬ 
sition and: rural site expats 
*ion they have already made> 
considerable inroads into the 
British market for big diesel 
engines,-axles and gearboxes. 
Now they.' are ■ poised to 


repeat this oii the Continent. 

Even Mercedes Benz, 
Europe's ■ leading - lorry 
maker, which , is immensely 
proud of its engineering 
technology, is baling gear¬ 
boxes .from Eaton and testing, 
a number of other parts 
from rhe independent manu¬ 
facturers. Mercedes business 
is highly regarded by-the 
component men for a number 
of reasons: 

If it is good enough for 
Mercedes then it.is good 
enough' for us ” is a convinc¬ 
ing. argument for other' 
would-be- buyers. And if the 
buyer iff stiS not convinced, 
the independents point out 
that the Stuttgart giant is 
one of the few Jorry makers 
with the financial, muscle 
necessary- to continue pro¬ 
ducing their own com¬ 
ponents. if necessary-' 1° 
oiher' words, Mercedes is 
not switching because ic has 
to. but because it sees real 
advantages in doing so.* ■ 

But,, ais. In. Britaip, ‘ the 
changeover to -other people's, 
components is not likely to 
happen overnight. There is 
the question of existing pro¬ 
duction facilities and, mqre- 
important, the labour cm" 
ployed in them- Some con¬ 
tinental unions have already 
warned employers that they 
toll resist moves in bring in 
contract, 'supplies.. „ ’ •. 


Fiat has a big problem in 
this icspcct. .It has already 
given some business to ■ the 
independents but is treading 
softly 10 avoid the minefield 
threatened by its- zniliront 
. unions. 

Another consepucnce of 
the mounting pressures on 
commercial vehicle manufac¬ 
turers is. the growing num 
ber of mergers, snionrity 
equity-holding partnerships 
and joint mant 
deals. Some of these moves 
are undoubtedly^ set off'by 
■the need—identified so re¬ 
peatedly, by Fiar—for Euro¬ 
pean firms ro build strong 
units ro counter the inroads 
of the American giants. Ford 
and General Motors; but also 
to increase their competitive¬ 
ness oil a world-wide scale. 

Japanese lorries . are 
almost unknown in. -Europe,, 
being restricted at this stage 
to a nominal effort by Hino. 
But such is the Japanese 
ability to mount and sustain 
large export campaians that 
European makers will.ignore 
them at their peril. 

Japanese lnriy exports arc 
largely confined -to Asian 
markets. They Jiave shown 
remarkable, ingenuity '• in 
moving vast numbers of cars' 
in' specially constructed 
■ships, bur there are consider¬ 
ably tougher transport prob* 
Jems in. shipping bulky enm-

Since iLs early postwar re 
cover>-, the Japanese motor 
industry has enjoyed- boom¬ 
ing sales iii its home market.

expansion plans which were 
the envy of its competitors. 
That growth is” no longer 
there. Indeed, there has 
been a substantial fall in 
domestic sales of commercial 
vehicles: 

The whole of the Japanese 
economy is geared to growth 
and none more so than the 
motor industry. Japan will 
he turning to new markets 
to rake up this slack, and 
Europe, with 1,210,000 sales 
annually, must be beckoning 
like Eldorado.

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Britain’s commercial vehicle 
manufacturing industry, 'dif¬ 
ferent in many ways from 

rb« mass-produced car sector, 
is now facing t he phenome¬ 
non that over recent years 
has almost 'crippled the car 
companies—concerted, and 
intense " pressure from 
imports, 

la the first seven months 
of this year, imports cap¬ 
tured 23.6 per cent of the 
domestic lorry market, up 
from 22 per cent a year ear¬ 
lier. 5uch an occurrence is 
startling when compared 
with the performance of the 
British manufacturers whose 
sales were down by 9 per 
cent. 

Although Ford's sales rose 
8.7 per cent in the seven 

months to more than. 54,000, 
BL and Leyknd Vehicles 
sale* of van5, Land-Rovers 
and lorries plummeted to 
fewer than 33,000, a drop of 
17.5 per cent. . 

What makes the British 
lorry-makers even more 
angry is drat the importers 
have managed to main tain 
their in unit terms this 
year in the face of a sudden 
and unexpected fall in. 
demand. 

' At the beginning of 1980, 
the general view was that 
the UK commercial vehicle 
market would decline by 10 
per cent over 12 months. But 
at the end of the spring, the 
market appeared to collapse 
overnight. June sales were 
down by a quarter and July 
sales by 21 per cent com¬ 
pared with a year earlier. 

The seven-month registra¬ 
tion. total, at 163,900, was still 
only 7.2 per cent lower than 
the equivalent 1979 figure. 


but it was the.indecent speed 
of the summer decline that 
caught many of the fore¬ 
casters by surprise. 

The result was that ■wor¬ 
kers throughout the domes¬ 
tic industry found themselves 
on short time, a situation not 
made happier by predictions 
that the lorry market would 
-take several years to 
recover. 

.The faH-off in sales caused 
some hurried rethinking at 
the Society of Motor Manu¬ 
facturers and - Traders, which 
issued a revised forecast that 
the total commercial vehicle 
market would- fall to .275,000 
units this year frattf ;306.000 
in 1973, followed by a fur¬ 
ther decrease to 255,000 next 
year. 

Then came the first slice 
of really sad news: Foden, 
the Cheshire heavy lorry 
maker which had been oper¬ 
ating a three-day week since 

the end of June, called in 
the Official Receiver. 

The Foden collapse is seen 
by some observers of thfr 
motor industry as marking 
the start of major'structural 
changes not only in the Brit¬ 
ish, bur also , the European 
lorry industry- More depar¬ 
tures from the industry are 
not unlikely and a greater 
number of joint.research and 
design deals are possible as 
manufacturers 'seek -to in¬ 
crease the cost-effectiveness _ 
of development projects. 

The British commercial 
vehicle manufacturing indus¬ 
try at presenr comprises four 
major manufacturers and 
four small, more specialized 
companies..The big four are. 
led by Ford whose sales in; 
the first seven months repre¬ 
sented 43 per cent of total 
British-made lorry and van 
sales, followed by BL and its 
truck division. Ley land 
Vehicles, whose combined, 
sales accounted for a further 
26 per cent of .the market- * 

Close behind is Bedford,, 
the lorry-making' arm of. 


Vanxhalir and. on a much 
smaller. scale Dodge, now 
part of the .PSA Peugeot 
Citroeu*.-group.-. Together, 
these two manufacturers 
accounted for another- 26 per 
cent of British lbrry sales in 
the .-United Kingdom in the 
seven months. 

The four minnows in the 
business, who share most of 
the remaining 5 per. cent, are 
led by Seddon .Atkinson—, 
wholly owned by the world’s 
biggest lorry maker. Inter¬ 
national Harvester—followed 

by ERF of Sandbach in 
Cheshire, Foden, and Hestair 

Dennis, most renowned for 
its specialized municipal 
■vehicles and fire engines. - 

Of this ** group <rf eight" 
only BL manages to cover 
the whole spectrum of com- 
Tnerridl Vehicle manufacture, 
from caznlerived vans to the 
heaviest articulated lorry. 
Ford is most dominant in the 
non car-derived van sector 
with its Transit- model, Bed¬ 
ford and Dodge are strong in 
the van and heavy tony' sec¬ 
tors, while the four smaller 
companies 1 are - ' exclusively 
engaged in big lorry 

production. : - 

Their overall response, not 
.only to the downturn in the 
market but also to the -im¬ 
port threat—led at the 
lighter end of the market by 
the Japanese and at the 
:heavier end,-by Volvo and 
Mercedes-Benz—4ia5 > ranged 
from sponsorship of Grand 
Prix' motor racing .(by Ley- 
land : Vehides) to the more 
important introduction of 
new generations of lorries. 

The . latter, include BL’s 
T45. described by the Road 
Haulage Association as “ the 
most important new truck 
ever to come out of Leyland". 
The.first model was unveiled 
in March,' - a tractive unit 
called Roadtrain designed to. 
.operate at up to 40 tonnes 
gross vehicle weight.

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Industrial workhorses like 
forklift tracks may not be 
surrounded by 'the same 
romantic aura as the long¬ 
distance Juggernaut, buz 
they do represent a sector 
of vehicle manufacturing 
whose fortunes are watched 
closely for signs of buoyancy 
or depression. 

Fork trucks are categor¬ 
ized as pieces of mechanical 
handling equipment rather 
than vehicles and their pro¬ 
duction and sales do not 
come within the scope of thie 
Society of Motor Manufac¬ 
turers and Traders’ commer¬ 
cial vehicle statistics. 

However, a recent study by 
The Economist Intelligence 
Unit* commented: “The in¬ 
dustrial truck industry is 
often regarded as a baro¬ 
meter of the UK manufactur¬ 
ing industry as a whole be¬ 
cause of the wide variety of 
applications for forklifts and 
other trucks—so that poor 
sales of tins type' of e?ula¬ 
ment can indicate the degree 
of insecurity of industry 
generally.’.’ 

Mach' of the demand js 
from food- and drink manu¬ 
facturers and distributors 
and from the chemical, 
metalwork and building 
material sectors and while 
large numbers of fork trucks 
are bought by the plant hire 


industry the vehicles usually 
ore employed Sn these 
sectors. 

The forklift truck sector 
has become one of die most 
competitive in Europe. 
Important growth was 
experienced in toe 1960s as 
industry’s manual methods 
of moving goods, com¬ 
ponents and materials, par¬ 
ticularly around factories, 
gave way to increasing 
mechanization. 

Demand for material- 
handting equipment soared 
and toe pickings were good 
for the American, British 
and other European com¬ 
panies in toe sector. The 
EIU report added: “ Un¬ 
fortunately this appears to 
hare been a once and for 
all upsurge in demand. Now 
the most frequently used 
word to describe toe Euro¬ 
pean market in general and 
toe United Kingdom market 
in particular is ee mature”. 
In other words there is 
limited • scope • for further 
mechanization .** 

This market maturin', and 
the fact that fork trucks are 
not high-technology pro¬ 
ducts - prone to design and 
equipment refinements, have 
led in rpcent years—and 
especially at times of 
recession—to gross over¬ 
capacity among 'European 


manufacturers. 

The Mulheim factory in 
West Germany of Clark, toe 
American multinational, 
which claims to be oce of 
the top three fork truck 
makers in the world, was 
running 2t between 60 and 
.80 per cent of capacity 
earlier this year while capa¬ 
city use of 70 to 75 per cent 
has been common in toe 
United Kingdom. Hyster 
and Caterpillar. both 
American-owned and with 
British factories. Clark and 
Linde of Germany have all 
expanded their facilities in 
recent years. 

The result of too much 
capacity chasing too few 
orders has resulted in fork 
truck salesmen trying to 
convince industry, often with 
some justification, that the 
age of their vehicles is too 
high and that big reductions 
in running and maintenance 
costs can be achieved with 
new generation, vehicles. 

Users also complain that 
European-made trucks are 
R over-designed " and expen¬ 
sive compared with the 
simple Japanese models. 
The latter have been sold 
in Europe ar from 5 to 2D 
per cent below the local 
competition and Japanese 
sales, mostly of smaller, 
electric-powered trucks.

The report gave 
a warning that while toe 
Japanese now seemed intent 
on a policy of consolidation, 
"it is clear that at toe same 
time they are exploiting 
growth in certain areas of 
the industrial truckmarket 
vigorously ”. 

The British market for 
fork trucks has remained 
fairly strong in toe past few 
years compared with other 
European countries, but toe 
worrying trend has been that 
domestic manufacturers, in 
spite of a series of mergers, 
have lost steadily their over¬ 
all share of toe home busi¬ 
ness.

All that cosis a. great deal 
of money, and the cab alone 
on a modern lony can repre¬ 
sent a third of- the cost of 
the vehicle. Few would dis¬ 
pute that it is money well 
spent. A comfortable driver 
with good ’• equipment is 
likely to be in coral control 
of his vehicle and load— 
often worth as much as 
£250.000—even in bad

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Criticized for trying to increase 


Were the workers in moot 
: industries to demand adop¬ 
tion of a really available 
means o€ improving their 
productivity by 15 to 20 per 
cent, and thereby make their 
industry more efficient, 
politicians would stand up 
and say what good chaps 
they were, newspaper com¬ 
mentators would write 
lengthy articles, and 
public at large would heave 
a sigh of. relief aod declare 
that the industrial world 
bad finally come to its 
serves. 

The one industry which 
has been seeking to do just 
that for the past decade, 
however, has met with 
almost hysterical opposition 
from all sides, -end stolid 
inactivity politically. That 
industry is road transport 
and the means of improving 

E rotiuctivity is the use of a 
igher permitted maximum 
weight. Without doubt, that 
apparently simple measure 
has attracted more ill- 
informed comment, more 
self-styled experts, . more 
boated argument, and more 
sheer prejudice than any 
other single industrial sub¬ 
ject in a decade- 
Perhaps it is time to ex¬ 
amine precisely what the in- 
dusr rv needs, what it is 
likely to achieve from it, 
and what the effect will be 
on the rest of the country 
which has to live with the 
Wiry. This autumn, the 
Arxmtage 'commission, which 
was established to study the 
whole question of heavy 
goods vehicles, is scheduled 
to make its preliminary find¬ 
ings known. For a year it 
*>as been hearing evidence 
from interested parties, 
v. hich include railway and 
••uterway lobbies, as well as 
the transport and road trans¬ 
port industries and in numer¬ 
ate environmental groups. 

The most common _miscon¬ 
ception is that the industry 
wants bigger lorries. That 
is not the case and never has 
been. The only dimensional 
change concerns detailed 
alterations governing coup¬ 
ling wf articulated Tomes, to 
give them better weight dis-. 
tribtrriozr and, consequently, 
greater safety. In any case 
these types are three metres 
shorter than the already 
existing maximum length for 
lony-anri - t r a i ler combina¬ 
tions. .‘"TJo change in. the 
weight carried by axles has 
been asked for either, indeed 
the trend is in the opposite 
direction. 

What is being asked for is 
permission to operate more 
or less in line with weight 
levels used in Europe, so 


making transport more com¬ 
patible and more efficient. 
It is significant that national 
regulations vary considerably 
elsewhere in the EEC, but 
they are able ro operate on a 
common factor weight basis. 
That figure is in the region, 
of 38 to 40 tonnes gross 
operating weight for maxi¬ 
mum capacity lomes. In 
Britain the limit is 32 tons, 
which translates as 32.512 
tonnes, while Italy, Den¬ 
mark and Holland have 
weight limits ranging from 
44 ro 50 tonnes. 

Let us loot at the effects 
of those differences. The 
British carrier can cany 
about 20 tons of freight— 
perhaps a little -Jess if it is 
perishable cargo in a refrig¬ 
erated lorry. His European 
counterpart has a significant 
advantage in being able to 
carry about 25 tons of pay¬ 
load in a vehicle which is 
similar in every respect, ex¬ 
cept that it has a little mote 
power and one extra axle. 
The costs of lorry, driver, 
fuel, insurance and so on are 
not greatly different. Con¬ 
sequently the vehide carry¬ 
ing the heavier load does ins 
job more efficiently, both 
In terms of the operat o r’s 
own business success and in 
use of national resources. 

On international traffic a 
further problem often arises. 
A high proportion of trans- 
Europe traffic travels in 
unaccompanied trailers, in 
other words the load is 
stowed in a trailer in, say, 
Manchester and may be 
hauled by half a dozen dif¬ 
ferent local hauliers’ p id ling 
units on its way to Athens, 
For example. 

That work is usually 
costed on a tonnage basis, 
so the trailers originating in 
Europe with about 25 tons 
aboard invariably get the 
express treatment and the 
best hauliers on each leg, 
while the much less profit¬ 
able but equally bulky 
British trailers find them¬ 
selves treated with lower 
priorities. In that way our 
domestic regulations impose 
unnecessary burdens on 
freight costs, and a double 
burden on export traffic. 

The question is often 
asked: “why is everyone so 
concerned about tr a n sport 
costs? If stihf costs more 
to move, what has that to do 
with me ? ” The answer is, 
a greet deal. 

It is true that the hauliers 
and lorry operators are 
interested, principally, in the 
efficiency ' and profitability 
of their businesses, as indeed 
is every businessman. On 
the other hand it should be 
remembered that something 
like 20 per cent of the 


articles an average house¬ 
hold buys in the course of a 
year is transp o r t cost, and as 
almost 90 per cent of British 
freight goes by road, that is 
largely road transport costs. 

Consequently, reduction 
of, or at least containing, 
transport costs makes an 
appreciable difference to 
everyone’s wallet, and not 
just, the (haulier’s. In a 
wider, and perhaps more 
important context, that cost 
margin can make.' all the 
difference in our export 
offerings having, a competi¬ 
tive price edge, or losing out 
to foreign, competitors.. 

Among the objections 
levelled against raisi ng 
Britain’s permitted maximum 
truck weights, environmen¬ 
tal considerations have tradi¬ 
tionally led tiie pack. 
Destruction of buildings and 
other roadside amenities' in 
our ancient villages, and 
towns are claimed. 

The solution to chat prob¬ 
lem cam now be found on 
meet of the Lcndon-Dovet 
road, and the Midfends-Felix- 
stowe/H arwich road, both 

among the most heavily 
lorry-populated routes in 
Britain. As important 
arteries of the nation’s com- 
xneroe, the routes now by¬ 
pass the narrow village 
streets that were the object 
of so much anguish in1 
bygone yews. ! 

The otaly criticism can be 
that it was not done sooner.. 
In fact the damage done by 
ground-born vibration from 
lorries has never been ade¬ 
quately proved. I remember 
once douig vibration checks 
in Lincoln Cathedral as lor¬ 
ries rolled up the hill which 
curls' around the back of it. 
The oscilloscope showed 
spectacular waves as they 
passed, but they went right 
off the screen when the 
cathedral organ began to 
play. The red issue is the 
social -unacceptabitity of big 
lorries close to small build¬ 
ings, and nobody would 
agree with that more than 
the hauliers themselves. 
They prefer a clear and open 
road just as much as the vil¬ 
lage** prefer a quiet and 
safe main street. 

Safety aspects of higher 
weights have been called in¬ 
to question, entirely without 
justification. No relaxation 
in the braking standards, 
brake back-up systems, 
stability, steering safety or 
any other . safety-oriented 
aspect, bas been called for 
or proposed, and the legal 
requirements apply to all 
lorries no matter what the 
weight. 

In practice the heavier 
lorry is safer in difficult 
conditions, simply because it 


will bite down through sur¬ 
face water, snow, or slosh 
and grip die road. 

Improvements in operating 
efficiency under a higher 
weight structure will vary 
depending on the work and 
the route. In- favourable 
conditions it can be as much 
as 25 per cent and is seldom 
likely to be less than 15 per 
cent in terms of cost per 
ton-mile of freight. Wear and 
tear on road surfaces will 
actually be reduced, .because 
for. a. given amount of 
freight m other words a 
given volume of industrial 
output . and . commercial 
demand, a-smaller number of 
vehicles will be Required. ; 

In most cases the average 
axle- weight which is. the 
primary factor in road wear, 
will .he sHghtiy ks&r Again ■ 
there is considerable varia¬ 
tion in individual cases, fetrt 
an industry-wide calculation 
suggests something like 10 
-per rent less road wear were 
all our current bulk freight 
transferred from 32-tonners 
to 40-tomrers. Apart from the 
freight savings, that would 
reduce local authority spend¬ 
ing gradually, too. 

There is a common argu¬ 
ment that increasing the 
capatihy of 'lenses would 
generate more freight traffic. 
That cannot be; lorries run

Among the claims made to 
support the legislation in¬ 
troducing tachographs to 
British lorries, to record 
speed, milage, boors worked 
and rest periods, is that of 
higher safety standards 
among vehicles Which are 
widely feared by the public, 
despire having a better 
accident record than any 
other class of road vehicle. 
It is true that when such 
instruments were introduced 
in Europe years ago, they 
achieved much improved 
safety records, but will the 
same hold true in Britain? 

When West -Germany, for 
example, introduced tacho¬ 
graph legislation in its pre¬ 
sent form, about 20 years 
ago, the working" and 
driving habits of lorry 
owners were lax. There was 
a legal limit to driving 
hours, but the enforcement 
system was such that it 
meant little in practice, and 
frequently drivers worked a 
l&fcour day. _ 


Clearly that was medically 
unsound, and when the auto¬ 
matic chart of the tacho¬ 
graph was substituted, for 
the occasional 'written 
record, it resulted in far 
better overall working con¬ 
ditions for the drivers, who 
could no longer be exploited 
in working extended feotrrs 
for a fiat rate wage. Lorry 
accidents were cut -con¬ 
siderably as a result. 

Several East .European 
and Middle Eastern- coun¬ 
tries are in the position 
where Germany was two 
decades ago, and where 
most other European 
nations have been at somfe 
time in' between.- In those 
European cases, the tacho¬ 
graph, was welcomed by the 
driver unions as a method 
-of safeguarding- both the 
drivers 1 , health and their 
jobs too. 

In Britain, the background 
was different. The old 
system of recording dri v i ng 
hours and rest periods had 


a proper enforcement pro-; 
cedure behind’ it. Strict 
control of log books kept by 
drivers, and- available for 
examination at any sub¬ 
sequent time but especially 
as licences came up for 
renewal, meant that rela- 
.tively few risked blatant 
overhauls working. .- 
Troe. saute worked, the 
two iog book fiddle, pretend¬ 
ing that two men were 
driving alternately where 
there- was only''one, hut in¬ 
creased use of- Transport 
Ministry secret, checks’ and 

cross-references' to pay 
records, not to. mention in¬ 
creased union pressures-for 
fitt working,'/. gradually 
reduced such instances to a 
minimum, Most cases which 
■ did persist occurred in the 
tipping truck sector where 
trucks working on -and off 
construction- rates were and 
ace difficult to : monitor.. 

. . Consequently the introduc¬ 
tion of the 'tachograph into 
.that -environment. ' was 
regarded by many e mp loy e rs 
as unnecessary since it tfid a 


job that was- already being 
done by - another (cheaper) 
means. To the drivers it 
represented, something of a 
threat as it toric'away their 
traditional flexibility, and 
occasional stretching of 
hours worked, and offered 
no compensating protection 
as it had to their continental 
colleagues. 

The only real welcome for 
the tachograph • in Britain 
came from the more complex 
managements in - . larger 
fleets, where data extracted 
from chart records could be 
used fra- journey analysis to 

refine operations end reduce 
costs... - .

Having seen diat appreci¬ 
able segments of the 
national freight require¬ 
ments are not suitable for 
economical transmission by 
rail, it is necessary in study 
what measures are needed 
io reduce energy renuire- 
mcn: to a minimum.

A major area for Sjnp*0Tfr 
ment is in use—in getting as 
mudi useful work out of the 
lorry is a day as possible, a 
policy made difficult by 
legislation demanding 

shorter driving days. Even 
more important is reducing 
empty return-running eftcr 
a load has been delivered. 

For the hire-and-reward 
haulier, that is relatively 
simple, provided he 6ecks the¬ 
re: urn load from a freight 
clearing house or one of the 
new computerized freight 
data banks operating in cer¬ 
tain industrial regions Jikc 
Merseyside. 

For the specialist own- 
account user it is more diffi- 
fult. He may have lorry body¬ 
work designed to carry one 
commodity only, in which 
case return loading Is virtu¬ 
ally impossible. His distribu¬ 
tion schedules might be so 
tight that he must get the 
vehicle back to base immedi¬ 
ately for another outward 
load. In such coses, the most 
that can be expected is tu 
take empty cartons, bottles 
nr pallets back to the base 
warehouse. 

The time spent in looking 
fur a return load, the all-too- 
frequent delays in paying, or 
in many cases tiie unecono¬ 
mic rale of payment for such 
loads, tend to dissuade even 
general hauliers from seek¬ 
ing such work.

- Western journalists are not 
in very good odour iu Zimbabwe 
these, days. Last weekend an 
African columnist, writing in 
.the Simdao Mail about an 
article in the American A’eies- 
treek entitled “ Zimbabwe: a 
.new reign oF -terror’*, accused 
foreign Journalists of bring in¬ 
tent on-.causing trouble. 

The Western press has come 
under attack in Parhanienr for 
.publishing what were consid¬ 
ered to bet unduly alarmist 
'reports-, about the situation in 
Zimbabwe. And Mr Robert 
Mugabe, the Prime. Minister, 
has expressed dismay-at what 
he considered tn be an irrespon¬ 
sible attitude adopted by certain 
Western newspapers. 

' It is hard not to sympathise 
with Zimbabweans’ annoyance 
and. to understand why they, 
like other Third World nations, 
support Gnesco’s moves for a 
new information order. A ban¬ 
ner headline iu a London news¬ 
paper a month .ago proclaiming 
“Civil war imminent in Zim¬ 
babwe” was an example of the 
sort of Fleet Street sensation¬ 
alism which has- convinced 
some Zimbabweans that West¬ 
ern journalists are .trouble¬ 
makers. 

So far, the Zimbabwean 
authorities have taken no step? 
to curb the tetiriries of foreign 
journalists. Tn fact some re¬ 
strictions and formalities which 
used to exist before- indepen¬ 
dence have been removed. No 
journalist has been expelled or 


prevented From coming Into tho 
country 

Botii .Mr Mugabe and Mr 

Nathan Sham-ayarira, the 
Minister of Information (who is 
a former journalist) have 
repeated their desire to see 
a “ free and responsible ” press 
in Zimbabwe—something which 
is rare in Africa' where' most 
papers are controlled by gov¬ 
ernments or ruling ' parties. 
They have emphasized, how¬ 
ever, that the local press should 
identify with die new nation 
and that it should “ look to the 
North (to black Africa; rather 
than to the South **. 

During the si:: months since 
independence - the main local 
newspapers—the Herald, tbe 
Chronicle and the Sunday 
Mail —-have been able to 
operate, more freely than they 
did under Mr Ian.Smith's and 
Bishop Abel Mujoreiva's 
administrations. Notice restric¬ 
tions have been removed, 
censorship has been stepped 
and there is no longer any ban 
on naming or quoting certain 
peopie. 

However the state o? 
emergency, first introduced in 
3965. is still :n operation so 
that editors have to chow some 
restraint when dealing with cer¬ 
tain sensitive political or 
security issues. “ You roust 
real ire that tve have only just 
emerged from a war and we 
ha-e undergone a complete 
political change, so we are still 
in an unusual state of affairs 
here.” one journalist com¬ 
mented.

We know how serious it is to 
postpone the opening of Parlia¬ 
ment and we understand what a 
difficult decision it must have 
been- 

At this moment speaking for the 
Opposition we do not want to be 
ungenerous in any way.

M Maurice Doublet (France, DEP) 
Said that'- his group favoured 
regdlated competition and would 
therefore rote to reject the 
Schwartenberg report but-support 
that from the transport committee. 
Mr John Purvis (Mid-Scotland 
and Fife, ED) said It was easier 
to travel via London from'Edin¬ 
burgh to Brussels.

Howard v Department for 
National Savings 
Before Lord Denning, Master of 
the Rolls, Lord Justice Ackoer 
and Lord Justice Griffiths 
{Judgments, delivered October 15] 

The normal retiring age of a 
man is fixed by tbe conditions of 
his ■ employment, express or Im¬ 
plied, a$ the age at which he can 
be compulsorily retired, notwith¬ 
standing that there ma 2 f.be a. dis¬ 
cretion to retain' him in employ¬ 
ment after that age. Accordingly 
a man who has reached - the age 
at which he can be comp ulsorily 
retired is not entitled by statute 
to bring a claim for unfair dis¬ 
missal against his employers. 

The Court of Appeal dismissed 
an appeal by an employee, Mr 
Ronald James Clark Howard, from 
the Employment Appeal Tribunal, 
which in March, 1979, upheld the 

determination of an industrial 

tribunal that he was precluded 
from bringing a claim for unfair 
dismissal the Department 

for National Savings. 

Paragraph 10 of Schedule 1 to 
the Trade Union and Labour Rela¬ 
tions Act, 1974 (now section 64(1) 
of tbe Employment Protection 
(Consolidation) Act, 3978) pro¬ 
vides : “. - . paragraph 4 above 
[right of employee not to be un¬ 
fairly dismissed] does not apply 
to the dismissal of an ■ employee 
from any employment If the 
employee— ...(b) on or before 
the effective date of termination 
attained tbe age which, in the 
undertaking in which be was 
employed, was the normal retiring 
age.for an employee holding the 
position which be head, or. If a 
man, attained the age of 65, or, 
if a woman, attained the age of 

60 j . .

The 
relevant statutory provisions were 
contained- in paragraph 10 of 
Schedule 1 to tbe Trade Union 
and Labour Relations Act, 1974. 

- Their Lordships had . been 
through all the regulations rele¬ 
vant to Civil Service retirement 
and the special provisions relating 
to the department In which Mr 
Howard had best engaged. So far 
as the general Civil Service was 
.concerned, there were.provisions 
that a person could be compuls¬ 
orily retired at .60, aid whether 
he was retained ther eafter was in 
the discretion of the head , of his 
departmem. There was a. dis¬ 
cretion in the case of people who 
-had not bad 20 years* service, 
which was relevant to Mr Howard.

Batcher v Dowlen ' . 

Before Lord Justice Stephenson. 
Lord Justice Dunn and Sir David 
Cairns 

'{Judgments delivered October. 13] 

Lloyd's - underz/nters are not 
entitled to. defend an action by 
repudiating their liability under a 
motor insurance policy merely 
because they suspect ; that a 
deceased person -did not .make full 
and honest disclosure in his propo¬ 
sal form. 

The Court of Appeal so held in 
dismissing an appeal- by the in¬ 
surers, Mr David Dovrlen and otter 
members of BJ5‘ Motor Syndicate 
at Lloyd’s. From an order, of Mr 
Justice McNeill striking out their 
defence following their failure to 
g*re full particulars of allegations 
they relied on for repudiating the 
fiai'm of the plaintiff. Mrs Carol 
Butcher, widow of the deceased. 

Mr P. B. Ripnutn for the in¬ 
surers ; Mr John Cherry for Bfrs 
Butcher. 

LORD JUSTICE STEPHENSON 
giirf that Mrs Butcher’s deceased 
husband-lad a policy-of motor 
Insurance with the defendant In¬ 
surers. He died after a- road name 
accident in 1978, 'and she. as 
ad minis tratrix of his estate, wdfi 
a claim under- the rerun -of his 
policy. The Insurers, suspecting 
tha t her husband had -not disclosed 
in the proposal form the derails of 

previous driving offences with

diated liability. - . 

It had been conceded-that the 
insurers became suspicious after 
they had employed an inquiry 
agent. Moreover

unable to ' give the . particulars 
ordered. No information about the 
deceased’s driving record could be 
obtained either from die licensing 
centre at Swansea or from the 
Criminal Records Office 'without 
Mrs.-.Butcher’s consent. The . in¬ 
surers said: “ We don't know the 
details, we can only guess, and we 
want the matter to go to trial so 
that .we can subpoena the police to 
give evidence of relevant charges- 
or convictions recorded a gahrir the' 
deceased 

Was that good enough ? His 1 
Lordship thought not. The defence 
contained positive allegations of 
driving offences but no .attempt' 
had ■ been, made to particularize 
charges. Tbe best the insurers 
could, do was to state that the 
deceased had been " convicted of 
offences on several occasions 

It was appreciated that the In¬ 
surers had done ' the best they 
could ia the circumstances, bur it 
did not 'entitle them to say' that 
they had a defence. The action 
should sot go on to trial so as to 
allow them to,elicit police evidence 
concerning, their allegations. The 
Judge had been justified in holding 
that the defe nc e was too specula-' 
tire and in.striking it out. The 
appeal should be dismissed.

There is much merriment in 
Patrick Mason’s production, 
with good performances 
throughout, particularly from 
Earn on Morrissey as a husband 
suddenly cast as a yacht-own¬ 
ing playboy by his wife, Ingrid 
Craigie, who also gives a lovely 
performance as rite lies her 
way up the status pole fa the 
hotel. The shallow cracks that 
Mr Farrell unveils in . his 
characters are not enough, 
however, to make, the story im¬ 
portant. It is another, better- 
written, anecdote. 

For higher aspirations, it 
was necessary eo go to the Pea¬ 
cock Theatre for Stewart 
Parker’s new play, Nightshade. 
Like other of his plays it is a 
comedy about mortality and 
rhis time takes place in the 
environs of a funeral parlour. 
Just as the bicycle shop in 
Spakesong was no ordinary 
shop, Quinn’s is no ordinary 
funeral parlour and the- pro¬ 
prietor os a magician on the 
side, employing his daughter 
In conjuring tricks that are a 
mordant commentary on .his 
major trade. 

Mr Parker has an interesting 
idea and fumy lines to work 
with, but there is an obstruc¬ 
tion to his story- I believe that 
tiie weakness is in the magic, 
which Mr Parker does not inte¬ 
grate nearly so well as the 
songs of his earlier plays. 
While there are events in 
plenty, from a strike by assist¬

Quinn’s own ironical inability 
to bear the grief of bis wife’s 
death, there is no compelling 
centre.

The golden jnbilee season of 
the BBC Symphony Orchestra 
began on South Bank on Wed¬ 
nesday writh its own tribute to 
Sir Michael Tippett’s seventy- 
fifth birthday. The orchestra’s 
chief conductor, Gennadi Rozh¬ 
destvensky, was in charge and 
prefaced it with three early 
works by his senior compatriot 
Prokofiev. Sir Michael was in 
the audience, much acclaimed 
when he took the platform after 
the performance of A Child of 
Our Time. 

That oratorio is almost forty 
years old now.. In those days 
Tippett was thought already an 
eccentric composer, though 
patently a serious one . So it is 
surprising to hear how-closely 
bound to musical tradition A 
Child of Our Time really is: 
the Handelian choral counter- 
oint, now and then looking 


madrigalists of the sixteenth 
century, or forward to Bartok in 
“When shall the usurers’ city 
cease ? ** 

The Narrator’s recitatives, 
accompanied only by string 
bass, sound as Handel’s look

Rozhdestvensky conducted a 
fervent and quite ■ - personal 
interpretation, the choruses 
strongly characterized — the 
hostile ones decidely stiff¬ 
necked and self-righteuos, -the 
spirituals brilliant and'majestic, 
though “By and by” almost 
evaporated' with his buoyant, 
fast treatment, and “ Go down, 
Moses” threatened, on the 
contrary, to reach a standstill. 
There were other examples: I 
had not remembered bow 
strongly the first chorus, and 
some later passages, now 
evoke the early 1940s, in par¬ 
ticular the film music of the 
time (probably our closest link 
with those days), but Rozhdest¬ 
vensky made the point clearly. 

He obtained fresh, ready 
singing from the BBC Sym¬ 
phony Chorus and a good solo 
quartet fad most sensitively by 
Jill Gomez. Part of the chorus 
had already sung in a Proko¬ 
fiev novelty, his setting of 
Balmont’s The White' Swan, of 
which the conductor had recon¬ 
structed the putative original 
version for female chorus, horn 
and 'strings.

Crucial gap irr anti-inflation strategy , Attention to detail on the Labour left 


From Professor H. P. Lvfall 
Sir, The failure of tie recent meet- 
mg between -the Government' and 
the TUC is a ' tragedy ■ for the 
nation. 

The Government insists that -in¬ 
flation must be curbed, even if this 
leads to higher unemployment. The 
trade unions insist that .unemplov- 
menc must be reduced., even if this 
leads to higher inflation- If these 
were the only choices available, the 
Government's case might seem to be 
the stronger if, as it claims, employ¬ 
ment will eventually recover once in¬ 
flation is purged' from the system- 
_ But there are two weaknesses in 
mis prescription. The first is chat,, 
by reiving solely on monetary an cl 
fiscal measures' die Government’x 
programme seems to offer the pros¬ 
pect of a Jong period of increasing 
unemployment -nd faffing outpur 
with only a slow decline in the rare 
of inflation. The second is that 
the end of this process when, ler 
us say, unemployment is 12-15 per 
cent and inflation is down to, a 

tolerable" level of 2 per ccmt. 
there is in fact no guarantee that^ as 
unemployment begins to decline,'in¬ 
flation will not begin to rise agnin. 

The truth is chat, under momera 
conditions of a large pnblic sector, 
job security and powerful trade 
unions, a reasonable combioandn of 
unemployment and inflation ednnot 
be achieved by monetary and fiscal 
policies alone. The crucial /addi¬ 
tional ingredient is some form of 
incomes policy. By appealing - for 
single-figure wage increases iri the 
public sector the Government thent- 


selves have made a major step is 
tins direction. 

The search for an effective and 
acceptable form of incomes, policx 
should be a top priority. Some new 
.ideas exist; but there is at present 
virtually no public discussion of 
■them, largely because of ideological 
opposition. 

if both the Government and the 
TUC would relax their positions a 
little and agree ro discuss possible 
methods of reducing inflation and 
unemployment they’ might consider 
the following proposals; 

L. Impose an immediate 12 -month 
wage and salary freeze, but allow 
the money supply and cash limits 
to grow at rates sufficient to bring 
about a 5 per cent rise in ontpur, 
with a consequential fall in nnem- 
oloyxcent- 

— Use the 12-month breather in- 
order to hammer out a combination 
of monetary, fiscal and incomes 
poHdes which would permit the 
achievement of a reasonable com¬ 
bination of economic objectives in 
future. 

To rhe sceptics who insist that no 
such combination of policies can ■ 
ever be found f would reply: Even 
if you are proved- right, and we 
return ax- the end of a year to 
present policies, we shall have a 
better combination of inflation and. 
unemployment to start from, and a 
better prospect for the future.

Attacks oh the eldorly 

.From Professor Olive Stevenson 

Sir, Many of your readers will hare 
seen the Mon. Alive programme. 
{October 7, BBC 2)-oft the mugging 
\of elderly .people. Kti doobt they 
will have been as distressed and 
horrified as I by die suffering so 
graphically portrayed. However, l 
am also perplexed am! disturbed 
by four aspects of/ the programme. 

First, we must akfc S such a pro¬ 
gramme is "sociajDy re s ponsible ? 
The incidence ofirioleuce against 
the elderly. is variable geograpfrEc- 
elly. Liverpool is not typical and 
it .would be regrettable if. as- a. 
resulr.of the programme, elderly 
people in other ) localities became 
{□ore fearful. Thp actual extent of 
ffneb crime nano rally is, in fact, 

. not known and the statistics given 
were misleadingly dogmatic. Age 
Concern England, in Ocraber, 19??, 
launched'a natibnal caaspaign con¬ 
cerning “ crime • against' the 
elderly, p in which we sought to 
balance.toe nefed to alert elderly 
people to the i£sk with the danger 
of creating excessive anxiety. 1 fear 
this programme will have tipped 
that balance towards the latter. 

■ Secondly. It ds a pity that the pro¬ 
gramme did iHft sayr that victim sup¬ 
port schemes are none well estab¬ 


lished ia many parts of the country 
and that other voluntary organiza¬ 
tions aiso play a parr in support¬ 
ing and protecting elderly people. 

Thirdly, the now predictable 
brickbat for the neglectful social ser¬ 
vices was most unfair. Many social 
workers and rbeir assistants would 
find such “victim support " valu¬ 
able. and rewarding work. But in the 
face oE constant cries to. cut - back 
<m expenditure iu the personal 
social services (and this afreets the 
voluntary- sector as well), _ a com¬ 
prehensive professional crisis ser¬ 
vice to elderly victims—d«irable as 
it is—is frankly unrealistic. So a eijf 
can have toe level of provision., it 
is prepared to pay for. 

Fourthly, what a pity toere was 
only a passing reference to cha 
thousands of young people who cara 
in p ractical terms for their elderly 
relatives and neighbours. 

What is toe point of raising pub* 
He indignation and old peopled 
anxiety in such a diffuse and sensa¬ 
tional way ?'

Had toe FPD not"chosen to 
ally itself with rhe SPD since 1969, 
the SPD would still be out in the 
wilderness, rince toe SPD has never 
obtained . an absolute majority of 
the vote. 

Secondly, he says that “the his¬ 
tory of the SPD shows there is no 
need for any new party, of the 
centre implying, presumably. That 
' the SPD is such a party. But, as the 
-recent West German election 
showed, h is not che SPD which is 
the centre party in West Germany, 
but toe FPD. Only the FPD in¬ 


creased its share of the vote to any 
appreciable extent and this wa s due 
in pan, as your correspondent ex¬ 
plained, to a desire on rhe part of 
many people to curb the more left- 
win;; tendencies in the SPD. 

The real lesson of the West Ger¬ 
man election is that if the Labour 
Party were to surrender its derire 
for total control over the govern¬ 
ment ic might be able to remain 
in power for longer periods and 
thus bring about changes which 
were more long-lasting. To bring this 
about Labour would have to accept 
proportional representation and 
power-sharing in government, a 
political system which the West 
Germans have found to be very 
successful.

Controversy continues to surround 
the design of nature reserves. In 
the. latest contribution to the dis- 
mission. Dr M. Game, of the 
Nature Conservancy Council hr 
London, shows that the shape of 
i a reserve is nnt seeb a simple 
matter as it once seemed. 

The debate serrounds a sec of 
rules proposed five years ago by 
Dr J. M. Diamond of California 
University, Lcs Angeles. He con¬ 
cluded tlmt when an area of land 
is available for conservation, the 
maximum number of species will 
be included in a tow large reserves - 
rather than in several - smaller 
scattered reserves of equal total 
area. And, '.he szid, the large re- 
serves should be as - round and 
as close together as' possible.'- 

The rules derive from the well- •- 
established theory that the number 
oF species of animals and plants 
living on an island, whether It is 
a real island surrounded by ocean 
oo a reserve surrounded by agri¬ 
cultural land, depends on the bal¬ 
ance - between iti migration and 
extinction. Tbe -roles were de¬ 
signed to minimize extinction on 
die assumption that a large circu¬ 
lar area would contain sufficient 

Individuals sufficiently dose to 
each other-for a. species to con¬ 
tinue to breed and survive. 
Immigration was to be maximized 
by placing tbe reserves close to 
each other to improve the chances 
that, for example, binds and wind¬ 
blown seeds would cross between. 
them. 

Toe validity of the rules has 
been questioned several times- Dr 
Diamond was among a group of 
ecologists who showed that when 
there is Isttic overlap between. 
the - species contained by several 
small reserve*, the;/ are prefer-' 
aWe to one large reserve. But 
the' controversy, has been re¬ 
kindled because earlier this year 
tbe International Union for the . 
Conservation of Nature and 
Natural Resources accepted the 
rules in its World Conservation . 
Strategy. That document makes 
recommendations for the- inte¬ 
gration of conservation with de- 
velopmem throughout the world. 


Dr Games has now reconsidered 
the question, of shape,.-and con¬ 
cludes that a round reserve Is 
not necesasrily the ideal to aim 
for. In certain circumstances, 
she sa!re, it may be more Import¬ 
ant to maximise immigration tty*" 
to minimize extinction, and then 
a long; reserve could be prefer¬ 
able. 

For example, the wind -carries 
seeds 33 d insects until its course 
is interrupted by a barrier such 
as a wooded area. Then the 
seeds and insects are dispersed 
into the l woodL Dr .Game believes 
that the broad barrier provided

to a conjnct. area. 

Dr Gam e thinks that immigra¬ 
tion would be significant in that 

way in any area that stands high 
on tite ground, such as a wood 
ot an outcrop of rocks, and that 
circular nature reserves are not 
tbe ideal for--such, areas. How¬ 
ever, she tibihks her conclusions 
would not 'apply to areas -s*^h 
as bodies oiT water, where there 
Is no sintiiqr 'effective barrier.

Marks & Spencer, one of the mainstays 
of Britain’s High Streets, has suffered its 
first profits setback in 25 years. Profits 
fell by nearly 22 per cent to £G9m daring 
the six months to September. 

But M & S, regarded as among the 
most efficiently managed companies in 
the country, expects profits for the entire 
1980-81 period to be satisfactory- The 
stock market took this to mean die owners 
of the St Michael label would match or 
exceed last year’s profit of £173m, and 
the -shares gained 2p against the trend 
to 106p. 

The group, which in recent years has 
established retailing businesses in Canada 
and on the-Continent^ reports an improve¬ 
ment in trading during August and Sep¬ 
tember. ; The interim dividend is main¬ 
tained at 2.24p a share gross. 


This is the first timg that M & S has 
published results showing a decline in 
profits since die early 1950s, and Lord 
. Sieff, the chairman, said it reflected * 
period in which “economic recession has 
deepened, unemployment increased and 
inflation remained 6» gh **. 

Nevertheless.- at the .expense of profit 
margins, M & S increased its sales and by 
implication its market share in both the 
textile and food areas. Total sales were 
up by 103 per cent to £845m in the six 
months. 

Within this, sales of food in British 
stores increased by 18.6 per cent in value 
terms, about half that in terms of volume, 
while overall European sales, inrlnriing a 
new Dublin store, were np by nearly 23 
per cent. 

After last year’s dramatic price cats by 


MAS aimed at stabilizing its market 
position at that time, the company set 
about cooperating with its suppliers 
towards achieving greater efficiency and 
lower costs. 

Largely because of this, prices in its 
stores—-and it still maintains a policy of 
buying British for more than 90 per cent 
of the products it sells—have only risen 
by 2 per cent in textiles during the past 
12 months and 8 per cent in food. 

Another High Street casualty yesterday 
was Debenhams, the department stores 
group which also controls Harvey Nichols, 
Hamleys and the Lotus shoe chain. Pretax 
profits fell from £4.73m to £129m as the 
group sough* to maintain the volume of 
goods sold with aggressive price-cutting.

Proposals for strict control 
.of European steel production 
by the EEC Commission were 
endorsed yesterday by mem¬ 
bers of the European Coal and 
Steel Community Consultative 
Committee. 

At a meeting -which lasted 
most of the day, employer and 
.tradfe union representatives 
from steel companies through¬ 
out the EEC voted by a large 
majority to support the Com¬ 
mission’s use of _the donpant 
powers, under Article 58 of the 
committee’s treaty to control 
production levels.' 

The West German industry, 
representatives, - who have con¬ 
sistently opposed the measure, 
used yesterday’s meeting to re¬ 
affirm their strong opposition. 

The ECSC committee had to 
be consulted formally about im¬ 
plementation of the powers be¬ 
fore the Commission could go 
ahead. The way is now dear 
for the EEC Commission to 
introduce the production ceil¬ 
ings from Wednesday next 
week—barring any late attempt 
by the West German Govern¬ 
ment to veto the plan. 

The plan can be revoked if 
two main steel-producing^mem¬ 
ber stares reject it or if the 
West German Government uses 
Its veto by claiming rh_at viral- 
national ‘ interests will be 
affected.

Ford to cut back on 
British car imports 


By Peter Waymark 

Ford is planning to cot back 
the number of cars it imports 
into Britain, which have been 
accounting for nearly one in 
four of all-foreign models sold 
here. 

Shipments of Fiestas from 
Spain and Cortinas from 
Belgium and the Irish Republic 
are already being reduced and 
tbe effect should be reflected 
in the new car registration 
figures in the next few months. 

To the end of September, 
imported Fords took 15 per cent 
of the total United Kingdom 
car market, compared with a 
15.6 per cent share for die com¬ 
pany's British-made cars. Ford 
expects tbar, during 3981, 
British Fords should be out¬ 
selling imports by at least two 
to one. 

The plan to cut imports, how¬ 
ever, is tempered with a warn¬ 
ing fhat “if demand for any 
Ford product seriously outstrips 
the ability to supply from our 
British plants, we shall have to 
call on. European sources rather 
than turn business away*. 

Spanish-built Fiestas, of 
which nearly 61,000 have been 
sold in Britain this year, have 
aroused particular controversy 
since Spain is virtually a dosed 
market to British cars. Sir 
Michael Edwardes, BL’s chair¬ 
man, has been prominent among 
the critics. 

But Ford says that .the intro¬ 
duction of a second shift at its 


Dagenham plant has enabled 
production of British Fiestas to 
more than double, reducing the 
need to import. The Fiesta 
schedule this month is 5,000 
from. Dagenham and 2,000 
brought in from Spain. 

Since its nine-week strike in 
1978, Ford has been easily the 
biggest single importer of cars 
into .Britain. The Capri and 
Granada are built only in 
Germany, but are relative ly 
small sellers. Ford argues that 
this import surge has been 
caused by the high demand for 
its cars which its British fac¬ 
tories have been unable to 
satisfy. 

Ford also expects to push 
back imports with tbe new 
Escort model. - 'Apart from a 
small number of special ver¬ 
sions, all Escorts for the British 
market are being made at Hale- 
wood and Ford is looking for 
a market share of up to 10 per 
cent, as against the 7.5 per 
cent achieved by the old model. 

Thar will depend, however, 
on HaJewood meeting produc¬ 
tion schedules.

Pressure for the Government 
to introduce a guaranteed loan 
system for small businesses will 
be reinforced today when tha 
Union of Independent Compan¬ 
ies meets to discuss its strategy. 

Tbe group has been pressing 
for a provision that would allow 
the Government ro guarantee 
75 per cent of a loan. This 
would become a loan. note 
which the bank could sell to 
investors such as pension funds. 

But a strong lobby headed 
by the main clearing banks and 
supported by some . civil ser¬ 
vants opposes any such scheme. 
Opponents claim that loans for 
small business are adequate 
in rhe present system. 

Loan guarantees were first 
considered by the last Labour 
Government when Mr Harold 
Lever was responsible for small 
business, but the plans foun¬ 
dered because of Department of 
Industry opposition. 

This week, during a private 
briefing between Mrs Margaret 
Thatcher and senior ministers, 
the loan guarantee scheme was 
referred back to tbe Treasury 
and the Department of Industry 
for further investigation.

A number of schemes 
were considered. It has been 
fainted that the reference to the 
Treasury may indicate that loen 
guarantees will be part of next 
year’s Budget.

Foreign gas prices cheaper than UK

.‘New and renewed gas_con¬ 
tracts signed by large industrial 
customers in the United King¬ 
dom continue to. be at higher 
prices than those agreed by its 
competitors abroad, according 
to a new survey. 

But the rate of increase of 
British gas prices has been 
outstripped by a number of ’its 
competitors over the past 12 
mouths.' 

National Utility Service, a 
group which' analyses ' and 
advises _ on industry’s energy . 
costs, monitoring contracts at 
550,000 sites in eight countries, 
has shown that on contracts 
signed since September 1 Brit¬ 
ish industry paid an average 
price for its gas which was 18 
per cent more than that paid 


in Germany, .47 per -cent more 
than in France and twice the 
level in the United States.' 

’ But during 1979/3Cgas prices 
rose by an average 22.6 per 
cent, while prices in West Ger¬ 
many rose by. 383 per cent and 
those in France by 36 per cent. 

The survey analyses gas prices 
in five different categories. Only 
in one—gas for heating -on con¬ 
tracts .for 100,000 therms a year 
—is the United Kingdom beaten 
into second place. In other cate¬ 
gories consumers in the United 
Kingdom are signing contracts 
at substantially higher prices 
-than those charged in competi¬ 
tor countries. - 

The average price of indus¬ 
trial gas in the United Kingdom 
according to the NUS survey 
was 233p a therm, while in the 
United States the average was 
only 13.Ip a therm. 


But prices paid by consumers 
in the -United Kingdom -arfe 
often substantially lower, than 
those quoted in the survey, 
being based on contracts signed 
some time ago. These will -be 
increased when they come up' 
for renewal. 

The survey adds to the claims 
made by industry, and chemical 
manufacturers'' in particular, 
that British Gas prices are 
giving competitors abroad an 
unfair advantage in the cost of 
producing products. 

A committee of the Confeder¬ 
ation of British Industry is ’ 
preparing new information on 
energy costs to try to get at 
the true picture. The Govern¬ 
ment and' British Gas have 
pointed . out that. comparative 
costs between countries' are 
difficult to make. .

Durmg the last six mouths 
economic recession has deepened, 
unemployment increased and 
inflation remained high. In these 
circumstances our sales are 
encouraging, particularly as there 
has been an improvement in 
August and September:
